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EXPLANATION 
J. H. Walker, General Overseer 


After being away attending six con- 
ventions in four weeks, I returned to the 
office for Tuesday and Wednesday, July 
27 and 28, and left Thursday morning, 
the 29th, for the Georgia and Louisiana 
conventions the same week. On Tuesday, 
the 27th, Brother Latimer handed me the 
church article written by Paul H. Walk- 
er and asked me to read it. I was extreme- 
ly busy but read part of it, and had the 
rest read to me. On the morning just 
before leaving the office, I went down- 
stairs to see Brother Latimer, and he was 
out of his office, and I did not get to see 
him. 

I received a letter from the Editor just 
before leaving Louisiana for Texas. He 
stated, “We are holding this article out 
this next time (he says he meant the issue 
of Aug. 7.) until I can hear from you.” 
The article went in Aug. 14 issue. I wired 
Brother Paul H. Walker, but the telegram 
was delayed and sent direct 0 head- 
quarters (I was in Texas). The fourta 
day after sending the message I received 
a wire from Brother Boehmer quoting 
Brother Walker’s answer, in which he 
agreed to postpone his article. (I under- 
stand Brother Walker’s telegram was re- 
ceived Saturday, rhe 7th, and discussed 
Sunday by Brother Boehmer and Brother 
Latimer.) I received Brother Boehmer’s 
telegram, Monday, Aug. 9, and immedi- 
ately I sent a wire by night letter to 


Brother Latimer, which was missent 
to Cleveland, Ohio. After some delay 
I sent a tracer on message, then 


August 11, I received a notice from the 
telegraph company, quote: “Aug. 11, J. 
H. Walker, Weatherford, Tex. Your 
night letter of the 9th to Rev. S. W. 
Latimer, Montgomery Ave., Editor of the 
Church of God, signed J. H. Walker, un- 
delivered, Located small home. Used as 
Church on Montgomery Ave. and left 
several notices. However, uncalled for. 
Delivery, Cleveland, Ohio.” Then I cited 
them the address I had given them was 
Cleveland, TENNESSEE. They apolo- 
gized and sent the message at noon, the 
11th. I received the following wire, quote, 
“Out office, just received a telegram 
§:30 . Paper already in P. O. signed S. 
W. Latimer.” 

Frankly, I felt the article would not 
be published until I could get wires 
through and I am not responsible for 
delays and missending of telegrams in my 
effort to serve. 

Since different views have been ex- 


pressed through the paper, we brethren 
at Headquarters, after council, feel it has 
become necessary to give the readers of 
the Evangel the agreement which the 
Bishops in Council adopted in the year 
1932, and has been accepted by the 
Bishops’ Council every year since then. 
(However, this agreement has never been 
presented to the Assembly for ratifica- 
tion.) The agreement is as follows: 


“We believe the Bible to be very 
plain in its teaching concerning the 
Church. That there are scriptures 
that refer directly to the Church as 
a literal, visible, organized body, and 
that we get into this body by join- 
ing, is undeniable. That it is desig- 
nated in the Bible as the Church of 
God, and should be recognized by all 
as the same today. 

“We further believe that the 
Bible sets forth the Church in its 
spiritual realm; and that we get into 
this realm by a divine process known 
as the new birth. All who are in 
Christ are in this spiritual realm. 

“We believe the Bride of Christ 
will be selected only from a spiritual 
people; and that belonging to a 
literal, visible, organized church 
within itself does not in any way 
entitle a person to the rapture.” 
There will be a home coming in the 

courthouse at Smithfield, N. C., Aug. 29. 
Everybody come and bring a full basket. 
Services will begin at 10:00 a. m.—C. H.

The Critical Habit

People who are forever criticizing 
others are not very happy. Let us remem- 
ber that the faults or sins of others are 
not ours. To praise the good qualities in 
one’s life is to help such a one eliminate 
his bad points. The noblest of friends are 
made by praising the good qualities in 
their lives and leaving the bad ones for 
God to deal with. We all desire praise 
that is sincere. It develops within us a 
spirit of courage. 

No one likes to be around a party who 
has the habit of finding fault with others, 
or who criticizes others. We all have a 
battle on our hands. We can win the love 
and friendship of each other by being 
cheerful. 

When Jesus was brought into the pres- 
ence of the adulterous woman and the 
rank hypocrites, called the Pharisees, He 
did one among the noblest acts of His 
life, by saying, “Let him that is without 
sin cast the first stone.” This declaration 
flung words into the world that will 
live when empires have crumbled and 
when nations have been forgotten. In- 
stead of Jesus criticizing this unfortun- 
ate woman, He spoke words of cheer that 
no doubt lifted her far above the criti- 
cizing and fault-finding Pharisees. This 
noble act of Jesus will ever be a lesson 
of inspiration to critics and to those who 
do not see the cheerful side of life. 


The German army won’t let a soldier 
file a complaint and make a criticism im- 
mediately after a thing has happened. 

You will find examples of the weak- 
ness of criticism looming up on the pages 
of history of every nation. Along with 
this you will find that as a result char- 
acter has been destroyed, envy aroused, 
and jealousy crowned. 

In the early life of Abraham Lincoln, 
there was considerable criticism. On one 
occasion Lincoln, in an open letter, bit- 
terly attacked an enemy of his. This at- 
tack led to a duel challenve. The two 
men met on the field of battle and carried 
swords as their carnal weapons. When the 
moment arrived for them to measure 
strength with swords, they were parted 
by friends. This one critical habit of 
Lincoln gave him a vision of the fu- 
tility of such and when he became Presi- 
dent of the United States, he was mild 
and used all the cheer he had to line every 
cloud with light. On one occasion when 
Theodore Roosevelt was in the White 
House, laboring under fire, he looked up 
and saw the picture of Abraham Lincoln 
and said, “I wonder what Lincoln would 
do if he were in my place?” 


When dealing with people, we are not 
dealing with creatures of logic. We are 
dealing with men and women of emo- 
tion, whose lives bristle with prejudice, 
pride, love, malice, and jealousy. Leonard 
Wood was critcized and not allowed to 
carry an army to France. As a result of 
this he was heart-broken and lived only 
a short while. 

Bitter criticism caused Thomas Hardy, 
a fine novelist, to give up the writings of 
fiction forever. Criticism drove Thomas 
Chatterton, the English poet, to suicide. 

Benjamin Franklin, tactless in his 
youth, became so full of diplomacy and 
so adroit at handling people that he was 
made American Ambassador to France. 
The secret of his success was this, “I 
will speak evil of no man,” and speak 
all the good I know of everybody. 

Any fool can criticize, condemn, and 
complain, and most fools do. It takes 
character, self-control, and understand- 
ing to refrain from the critical habit. 


Dr. Johnson said, “God Himself, 
does not prepare to judge man until the 
end of his days.” Why should you and I? 
Instead of condemning people, let’s try 
to understand them. Let us try to find 
out why they do this thing and the other 
thing. This route is more logical and 
profitable than to criticize them. Are we 
not all made in the image of God? Shali 
we not all stand before the judgment bar 
of God? Before we criticize let us say, 
Would Jesus do this? Would Paul have 
done this? Would John Wesley have done 
this? The world today is full of critics. 
Religious professors are criticizing their 
fellowmen. Politicians are condemning 
their adversaries. Educated men are find- 
ing faults in the lives of other educators. 

This life will soon be over. Let us put 
our trust in Him who said, “I am the 
resurrection and the life; he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live.” In this promise let us put 
our trust. While nations perish and 
creeds crumble, while agnosticism decoys 
and atheism lies, let us lean upon His 
everlasting arm, believing that the twi- 
light here is but the dawn of a grander 
day upon some other shore, believing that 
the feeble flame that flickers here for a 
little while will at last be a mighty flame 
when the spirit of man has winged its 
flight back to Him who gave it.

The Sunday School 


The Sunday School has a very impor- 
tant place in the work of the Church. A 
good lively Sunday School usually indi- 
cates that the church is in good condi- 
tion. And a poor Sunday School usuaily 
means that the life of the church is at 
a low ebb. The Sunday School should be 
a special force in promoting the spiritual 
life of the entire congregation, the yourg 
people and the children especially. 

In the following three ways the Sun- 
day School may be of special service in 
the program of the church: 

1. In leading souls to Christ. The sup- 
erintendent and every teacher should be 
soul-winners and have the burden of the 
lost on their hearts—they will have no 
more fruitful field for service than the 
Sunday School. We have known some 
teachers whose aim was to win every 
member in the class to the Lord. And 
why not? This should be their business 
and the business of every Christian. Many 
preachers of the gospel, missionaries, 
Christian workers and Christians from 
every walk of life owe their salvation to 
the faithful work of some good Sunday 
School teacher. 

2. The Sunday School should be a 
means of helping to establish the new 
converts in the teachings and practices of 
the church. The teacher has a wide range 
of truth in the lessons that are prepared 
for the class. These truths should be care- 
fully and prayerfully presented, always 
emphasizing the practical, spiritual side. 
It is good to know the cities, mountains 
and rivers of the Holy Land and the his- 
tory of its ancient people, but to set forth 
Jesus, the long promised Savior, and the 
victorious life He gives to His followers, 
is most essential. 

3. The general progress of the church 
may be greatly helped by a lively Sun- 
day School, especially in the revival pro- 
grams, the young peop!e’s meetings, the 
missionary activities, the singing and 
music, building activities, etc. A good 
Sunday School is always worth more 
than it costs. 


THE PASTOR’S RELATION TO THE 
SUNDAY SCHOOL 

The pastor should be a skilled Sunday 
School worker. It is a part of his respon- 
sibility. He should always be free to con- 
fer with the superintendent in finding 
ways and means for producing the very 
best results. Every pastor should be a 
Sunday School booster. He should work 





to increase the attendance as well as to 
improve the tone of the Sunday School. 
It is really up to him to see that it suc- 
ceeds and goes over the top. 


A VERY IMPORTANT FEATURE 


Efficient teachers are essential in a 
successful Sunday School. Just any good 
Christian will not make a good teacher. 
In selecting teachers we should use our 
very best material, and how often that is 
poor enough. 

We live in an age of specialists—in 
medicine, in teaching and in every thing 
else. But if there is one place that needs 
the services of a specialist more than 
others, it is in teaching the Word of life 
to our children. 

How shocking to see a teacher who 
knows not the first principles of teach- 
ing, in charge of a fine class of boys and 
girls or young people. It means a great 
opportunity lost. 

In many cases the pastor meets the 
teachers during the week and they study 
the lesson together for the following Sun- 
day and the pastor may give the teachers 
such instructions as he deems helpful. We 
think this is a good plan. 

There are many helpful books on the 
work of the Sunday School and we would 
suggest that the pastor and the super- 
intendent get one and make a careful 
study of this important subject.

Meets at Jefferson, Iowa

Pharaoh’s daughter said, “Go,” and she 
went and called the child’s mother. If 
we would be each other’s watchman we 
could call for help from heaven for our 
brothers and sisters, and we would go and 
prove to them that we had pity with a 
brotherly desire to help them.

I also remember 
another time when in service, I took an 
offering for a brother when we needed it. 
In a day or two we went to our 
radio program and didn’t have enough 
money to pay for the program, but re- 
ceived two dollars in the mail.
